Upon entry of the foregoing Amendment claims 1-60 and 63-67 
are pending in the application. The amendments are believed to introduce no new matter, and 
their entry is respectfully requested. Based on the above amendment and the following remarks, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all outstanding 
rejections. 

Summary of Office Action 

Figures 1 A, IB, 2A, 2B, 3, 4, 5A, 5B, 5C, 5D, 5E, 5F, 5G, 5H, 6, 7, 8A, 8B, and 8C were 
objected to because they were not designated by a legend such as "Prior Art". 

Claims 61 and 62 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wu et al. 

Claims 63-67 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
